The Tewksbury historical com- 
mission will seek town meeting ap- 
proval June 25 to locate the old 
Kittredge - Gray House on school 
department land, according to 
Chairman Maureen Kelly. 

Meanwhile, the Wamesit Lodge, 
AL & AM, is negotiating a lease 
with the Mobile Oil Co. which 
would allow a gas station on the 
present Tewksbury Center 
triangle, which is owned by the 
masons. 

‘The triangle is the site of the 
present masonic temple, the 160- 
year-old Kittredge - Gray House 
and a dilapidated, unoccupied 
building. The lodge has offered the 
historic house to the town provided 
it is moved off the triangle. 

At a June 4 meeting of the 
historical commission members 
voted 3-0 to place an article on the 
town warrant. The article would 
ask for money to move the house 
from its present site and locate it 
elsewhere on a new foundation.

A special Tewksbury town meeting on June 25 will be 
asked to approve of three warrant articles, to provide zoning 
and wetland maps for the town, at a cost of $5500. 

The Tewksbury Planning Board has-voted unanimously to 
place the articles on the warrant, to provide for the maps, 
most of which are necessary because of the recent discovery 
that all available maps are in error. 


concerned, He said the 1971 map, 
now being sold by the town clerk, 
listed nonexistent 7C industrial 
districts and business areas where 
they didn’t exist 

After presenting a copy of the 
1971 map to the board, Doherty 
commented, “I don’t see how 
anyone can tell how the town is 
zoned at all." 

The chairman said he, con- 
sulting engineer Lawrence Allen, 
and the board's clerk Susan 
Lumia, researched town zoning 
changes back to the original 1947 
bylaw 

Doherty said only $2500 would be 
needed to prepare new maps 
because part of the work would be 
done by the board. Allen believes 
he can produce copies of a map 
within a month of town meeting 
approval. In addition to paying 
Allen for his work,. the money 
would go to a reasearch assistant 
to study all zoning actions ever 
made by the town, mostly 
rechecking work Doherty and 
others have already done. 

‘The $3000, Doherty said, could be 
used to insure everyone who got a 
town warrant in 1974 also got a 
copy of the new zoning map. 
“Everybody should know how the 
town is zoned," he commented. 

Planner Joho J... McCarthy 
Questioned how nny persons 
would actually study the maps if 
‘one went out with every warrant 
Doherty suggested the maps would 
be studied by residents, He added, 
"1 think half the people in town 
don't know how their homes are 
zoned. We have more heavy in- 
dustrial land in the town than 
anyplace in the state." 

Doherty estimated buying copies 
of the map in bulk would cost the 
town only eight to nine cents 
apiece. 

Planner Edward A. Flanagan 
suggested placing copies of pre- 
sent zoning in the hands of 
residents might smooth the way 
for zoning changes proposed under 
the master plan. 

“We will probably be in a lot 
better position to revise it (present 
zoning) if they know how the town 
is zoned now,” Flanagan added. 

‘On Doherty's recommendation, 
the board voted unanimously to 
ask the town clerk to stop selling 
copies of the 1971 map. ‘The board 
also agreed to attend a June 12 
meeting between the selectmen 
and boards concerned about the 
maps.

Tewksbury Hospital refused by a 
33 vote to give the town land off 
Pinnacle Street for a raw sewage 
disposal area.

‘Youthful arsonists are suspected

The Rev. George B. Taylor 
to serve Congregational Church 


In the manner to which it has 
become accustomed during the 
past 240 years the Congregational 
Church of Wilmington chose a new 
pastor, during the past week. 

‘Two hundred and forty years ago 
a committee was elected by the 
‘Town Meeting to chose a pastor for 
the new church, and after due 
deliberation a young Harvard 
graduate was named, the Rev. 
James Varney. He was elected un- 
animously on July 12, 1733. 

Not quite 240 years later, on 
June 3, 1983, the Congregational 
Church again elected a minister - 
the Rev. George B. Taylor III.
